2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required 
under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 27, 29-30, 33, and 35-36 drawn to an 
identification system for tracking user's activities 
and/or location/position within a project task working 
time, classified in class 235, subclass 380. 

II. Claims 39-41, drawn to a specific identification 
system for tracking shopper's activities, 
location/position in a shopping center/retail store, 
classified in class 235, subclass 383. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the 
following reasons: 

3. Inventions I and II are unrelated. Inventions are 
unrelated if it can be shown that they are not disclosed as 
capable of use together and they have different designs, modes 
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of operation, and effects (MPEP- § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the 
instant case, the different inventions I and II drawn to two 
different inventions. The invention of Group I drawn to an 
identification system for tracking user's activities and/or 
location/position within a project task working time, which can 
be universally utilized in any applications for any tasks, 
classified in class 235, subclass 380. The invention of Group 
II drawn to a specific identification system for tracking 
shopper's activities, location/position in a shopping 
center/retail store, classified in class 235, subclass 383. 
Accordingly, the invention of Group . I and Group II are two 
different inventions that classified in two different subclasses 
and required different fields of search. 

4 . Because these inventions are independent or distinct for 
the reasons given above and there would be a serious burden on 
the examiner if restriction is not required because the 
inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 
808.02), restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper .
